SiDMoi.TH is 158 miles weft by fou.h from London, about 36 miles from Plymouth, and 10 from Exeter, it has a well- 
iipphed market on Saturdays, a fair on Eafler Tuefday, and another on the M-naay after the ictli of September, for cattle 

1 h.s town ,s of late tolerably frequented in the bathing fcafon, for which purpofc the beach is peculiarly well adapted, and 
here arc to be met the ufual amufements of fuch places. 1 

The white honfe near the center of the View is a fmall villa called Peak, from the hill on which it Hands being fo named • 
it is the feat of E. Banih LouLda, Efq. who, having purcl.afed a large eflate in this neighbourhood, built it on the Lite 
ol an o.d barn, which had long occupied a filtration hardly to be equalled for piflurclque beauty. 

I he view of the town, the fea, the flopping, &c. &c. render Peak an enchanting fpot ; the honfe is neat, commodious, 
and well hummed ; but not large. 1 he grounds prettily difpofed. 

I here is alfo a peculiar neatnefs in the enclofurcs, the gates of which are, together with the houfe, annually white- waffled • 
and thus contribute, in contraft with the hedges, to enliven the feene.

1 he Session House is fituated call and weft. The principal front is eaft, bounded by Clcrkcnwell Green ; the fcnthj by 
;..„g street; the weft, by Stiver Street ; and the north, by the road leading to Illington, {*. Its extent from call to weft is 
iiofcctj and from north to fouth, 78 feet. 

1 he entrance into the bafement ftory is from Silver Street, from which we enter into a fub-hall, 34 feet by 35. On the left arc 
placed the two indidlmc.it offices. Under the great hall are the bail-docks, which are temporary places of confinement for ihc 
pri Toilers while they await their trials. The reft of the plan is taken up with a Record-room and fcveral domcitic apartments. 

I he entrance into the grand and principal ftory is from Cierkenwell Green, whence we enter into a vdlibule, on the .Glu and 
left ol which ts a room lor the Grand Jury and Committees ; onwards is the hall, 4 feet figure, terminated at the top with 
a circular dome, which is enlightened by fix circular and two femicircular windows. From the hall, by a double ilight of 
fteps, we afeend to the court, which is in the form of the Roman letter D, and is 34 f ce t by 30, and 2.6 feet limit, with 
fpacious galleries, over the Magiftratcs feats, for the fpedators. Surrounding the hall and court are coriidors fix feet’ wide, 
opened towards the hall by arcades, for the convcniency of accd's to the fcveral offices. By a grand (light of fteps, which are 
open and fecn from the hall, we enter a large room, which is in the principal front 64 feet by 30, and 30 feet hi’-h, finifticd 
wtth an arched deling. This room is for the accommodation of the magiftratcs at the county meetings. The fomh-v’eft a.edc 
ol this building is appropriated to apartments for the Itoufckeeper, and the north-weft angle for the Clerk of the Peace. 

The front towards Cierkenwell Green is compofed of four three-quarter columns, of the Ionic order, and two piiafiers 
fnpporled by a rullieatcd bafement. The county arms are placed in the tympanum of the pediment. Under the entablature art- 
two medallions, rcprefen.ing Juilice and Mercy. In the centre between thefc is a medallion of his Majdly, decorated with 
fel toons ol laurel and oak leaves. At the extremities are medallions of the Roman fafees and (word. The Iculpture of thefc is 
by Mr. Nolick errs, and in a very mafterly ftylc.

WOLVERHAMPION is a Luge, ancient, and populous town, pleafantly fitnated on a hill in the fouthcrn part of the 
county of Stafford, 123 miles diltant from London, 13 from Birmingham, and 16 from Stafford, r l hough of a very irregular 
form, it may be efiimated at a mile in length, and in fome places more than half a mile in breadth. 1’iom a late inquiry, it 
appears to contain about 2500 dwell mg- houfes, and near iS,ooo inhabitants. 

Next to Birmingham and Sheffield, Wolverhampton is the principal town in Great Puitain f or the manufacture of cveiy 
kind of hardware, but dmiiv of locks, buckles, cutlery, kitchen furniture, japanned goods, brafs works, files, Ac. ; and in 
jftel toys it is fuid to exceed luindngharn and every other place. 

Of late years this toon luc: much inercafcd both in fizc and wealth. The flrccls arc well paved and lighted, and many of the 
houfes aic Vt. 1 y handfonic. It;, high iitmuion is very conducive to the health of its inhabitants ; for the \afl clouds of fmoke 
which are continual ly afeending fiom tile manufVnflories fly off to the neigh’ oaring vallies, fo that the houfes arc for the molt 
part free fio;n that diily appearance winch offends the light fo much in fome manufat’luring towns. 

The collegiate church of St. Peter is a fine Gothic flmclure, adorned with a noble and very lofty fipiaic* tower, containing 
an excellent let of bells. It was founded by a widow lady, named Wulfncna, in the year 996. In it are feveral old monuments, 
and a brafs flattie of Sir Richard Levcfbn, who engaged the Spaniaids under Sir Francis Drake. I he pulpit is of Hone, and 
very ancient. This church not bting found fuflicicnt for the inhabitants, a new cl taped, dedicated to St* John, was built by 
a£l of pailiamcnt. It is a beautiful modern fhiuflurc, adorned with a lofty fpire, and is a great ornament to the town. It is, 
however, a remarkable drcumflance, that though the act paffed for building this chapel in 1 7 5 5 > an ^ ^ was Proceeded with, 
yet the fuhicriplion failing, it remained without a flceple till 177b, 

The Roman Catholics and Diffentcrs have feveral chapels in this town. Here is a free grammar fehool now in great repute, 
founded and endowed, in 166 8, by Stephen Jennings, Lord Mayor of London, who was a native of Wolviriiampton. 
Here is alfoa charity fehool, fupported by an endowment, and abided by voluntary contributions. 

The Theatre ranks among the firfl provincial buildings of the kind. 

The chief market-day is Wcdnefday, and it is one of the largcfl in England, being attended by great numbers of people from 
the furrounding country, which is exceedingly populous. A fair is held annually, which begins on the 10th of July.

PUTNEY BRIDGE. 


THIS large wooden fabric is the fifth bridge acrofs the Thames, and by it the two parilhes of Fulham and Putney arc 
connected. The con (t hi H ion with many angular indentings renders it extremely convenient for foot-pafli ngers, and the coach- 
mad is fufficiently commodious: atoll, however, is paid as well by foot-palfengers as by carriages and horfes every time 
they pais. 

Putney Bridge was built in 1729, at the expence of 23,975 /. and the tolls of the fir ft two years ate f.iid to have 
amounted to 1500/. They are now fuppofed to double that fum; and, though 10,000/. lias been expended on the bridge 
within the Jail fixteen years, it is at prefent in a deplorable flate of decay. 

I he village of Putney is five miles S. W, ot London, and. has a church near th * foot of the bridge after the fame model as 
that ol Hilham on the oppofitc fhore ; indeed tradition informs us, that they were bub by two fillers. 

Putney is memorable for having given birth to Thomas Lord Ciomwcll, and Weil Piihop of Ely, both of whom were railed 
by Henry VIII. from low ftations to very elevated ranks ; the former, as is well known, having been the Ion of a blackfinith, 
the latter ot a baker there. Here alfo was the refidence of Mr. Riehaulfon, the Novelill, who “ taught/" as Hr. Jolinfon laid, 
M the pallions to move at the command of virtue.” 

Queen Elizabeth vifited this place in 1586 and 1599. 1647 Oliver Cromwell fixed his head quarlr rs here, and with his 

officers held councils in the church around the communion table, ufually hu\ing a fermon preached before th«*y began their 
deliberations* and on the 8th of Odlober of that year he gave audience in this church to a proplii t from High Germany. 

Putney belongs to the manor of Wimbledon, to which pariflt Putney church is laid by fome to have been built as a chapel 
ot cafe foon after theConquefi ; but no records fix the exadi time. Much of it, however, appears to have been rebuilt about the 
time of Ilenry VII. There is a pretty chapel in it ere died by fiifliop Well. 

At Putney is a fifhery for falmon, bounders, Iliad, &c. and the bridge is a place much refurted to by the London anglers, 
who take great quantities of perch, roach, dace, gudgeons, &c. Above this bridge commences tin: towing path. Thu hr.mty 
cf the river is greatly improved by views of fevcral noble nianfions, among which the Piihop of London's palace at Luiham, 
almoil; obfenred by trees, and Brandenburgh Houle, the feat of the Margrave of Anfpach, form finking objects.

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HENLEY BRIDGE.

THIS beautiful edifice was ere£kd in the year 1787, from a plan given by the ingenious Mr. Hayward, of Sliropfhire, 
who died, however, before the work was begun. The former bridge at this place was of wood ; but there arc Bill traces to be 

feen at low water of abridge of ftonc prior to that of wood, and which mull have been of very ancient date. 

The prefent ilru£hire confifts of five elliptical arches, with a handfome ballullrade of ftone-work, and is not excelled in 
limplicity and beauty of defign by any bridge on the Thames. 

1 hat excellent artift Mrs. Darner contributed the fculptures for the key-flone of the center arch ; on that fide above bridge 
is a head of 1ft s ; on that below, a fine head of Thames ; works which do ample honour to that accomplidted lady. 

The whole cxpence of ereaing Henley Bridge, we are told, was 10,000/. 

The fituation of Henley-upon-Thames is delightful, and the richncfs of the adjacent country affords profpcfls in various 
points of view hardly to be exceeded. 

It is laid to be the oldcil town in the county, and its name, Henley, derived from the Britifli word Hcnclly, i. e. Old 
Place, gives fome credit to the tradition. It is governed by a warden, biirgeffes, and other officers. The inhabitants 
are chiefly maltfters, mealmen, and bargemen, who enrich the neighbourhood as well as fupport themfelves, by carrying corn, 
malt, and wood to London. It has a good free grammar fchool, and alfo a charity fchool liberally endowed for teaching, 
clothing, and apprenticing feveral poor children. Here is alfo an aims-houfe, but meanly endowed ; for, though there are not 
above fix or feven perfons in it, they have but fixpcnce each weekly for their allowance. 

Roman coins have been often found in its market-place. The Chiltern hills run in a ridge from hence, and feparatc this 

county from Bucks. Diflancc from London 35 miles. 
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NEWBATTLE HOUSE 


PLATE CXVItt. 


THIS noble manfion is in Mid Lothian, on the northern bank of the South Efle, about feven miles fouth from Edinburgh, 
about one mile (between well and fouth-weft) from Dalkeith, and is the feat of the Marquis of Lothian, 

An abbey for a community of Ciftcrtian monks was founded here in the year 1 140, by King David L ; but this community 
being dilTolved at the Reformation, and their p ode (lions alienated, the abbey of Eewbattle and its circumjacent domain 
were acquired by the noble family to which they now belong. 

The houfe, which is very (lately and fpacious, is fituate within a park, and is an agreeable and imprefllve objc£l amidd the 
rich feenery that furroimds it. Before it, on the bank of the river, opens a verdant lawn, here and there encroached upon 
by draggling trees, and bounded by thicker wood. Clofe by the park wall Hands the church of New battle, with a final! 
village beftdc it. The town of Dalkeith is within fight. And by afeending an eminence, on either fide, a profpeft may be 
obtained of the city of Edinburgh, with all its rich and opulous environs. 

In the park are trees remarkable for their girth and height ; fome of which are fuflicicntly confplcuous in the annexed view. 
One tall afli meafures in height more than 120 feet, and there are feveral others rifing to within a few feet of the fame (future. 
Others, diffinguifhed by their thicknefs, mealure from 1 5 to 24 feet in girth. Many of thefe were, in all probability, planted 
by the ancient monadic podedbrs of Newbattle.

I.-> of grta. antiquity ; here being, as Mr. W hitakcr conjectures, a flation of the Britons fonie centuries before Clu iff ; it is, 
however, pretty certain, that there was a town, at the landing of Julius Ctefar, called by the natives Maneenion, which name, 
when conquered by the, Romans under Agricola, was changed into Mancunium, whence the prei'ent name Manchester. 

It is now the larged, mod opulent, and populous town in Lancafliirc, fituated j8a miles from Eondon, between the rivers 
Irk and I r well ; over the latter of which there arc two handfome Hone bridges. It is the center of the cotton trade in the north 
of England, and from a finall country village is now rifen (almofl folely by that branch of commerce) to its prefent date, in 
l.itle more than two centuries ; and its communications by canals with the Severn, Thames, and other rivers that fall into 
the fra on both fides of the ifland, will probably foon enlarge it much more. 

Its public buildings, though few, are diffident, and have multiplied amazingly within thefe bill few years. 

1 he population of Manchester is edimated at 68,580, which is thought to be much under the dim of an a dual ermine, 
ration. I he dreets are numerous, and many of them fpacious and airy ; with a very good market-place and exchange. 

Eiorn the dtuation of the town, a general view is not to be procured without going too great a didance. We have preferred 
the annexed (on account of its antiquity) as it reprefents the college, a Gothic pile of building originally founded by Thomas 
Wed, Lord Dclawar, in 1421 : it was ptirchafed and endowed by Humphrey Cheefam, Efq. in the reign of Charles II. for 
the maintenance and education of 40 poor boys ; dnee which, the improvement of its revenues has enabled the governors to 
add 20 more. The building formerly ufed as the gaol is alfo feen in this view ; in the t^flance, on the left, appears the gram- 
mar fchool, and on the right, the collegiate church, a beautiful edifice, built in 1422, in which is a finall choir of admirable 
workmanfhip. 

The market-day is Saturday, and it has three fairs, viz. on Whit-Monday, September 21, and November 6 , for horfes, 
homed cattle, bedding, cloth, and toys. 

Manchester has the title of a duchy, but fends no members to Parliament ; nor has it any officer above a conllable, though 
its population is perhaps equal to any city in the kingdom, except the metropolis.

of London. 

1 he foil is exceedingly rich, and the city is encompailed with gardens, the produce of which is excellent, and fo plentiful, 
that it furnifhes all the country for feveral miles round. 

lu.v is obferved to be the only city in England that is fubordinate to the bifiiop in its civil government, and un rep re fen ted 
in parliament. It has a frcc-fchool, and two ehanty-iehools, is a county of itfclf, including the territory round, and has a judge 
who determines all civil and criminal cuufes within its limits. 

i he fird edablifhment of the religious here is aferibed to Etbehlra, wife of * giride, king of Northumberland, who founded 
an abbey at this place, and was hcrfclf the firft abbefs. The Dams having ddlroyed that cdahlilhment, Ethelwakl, bifliop of 
W inehedcr, rebuilt the nionaftery, ami filled it with monks; and, by the munificence of Edgar, and other fueeeeding monarch.**, 
t became ccjual to any in England; but an ad ol parliament, 27th Ilenry VIII. deprived it of much power. 

Ei.y was eroded into a bifiiopric by King Henry I. at the indance of Richard, the eleventh abbot ; but he did not live to 
f-njoy the fruit of his ambition. Many of his fucccflbrs have, however, filled the mod diflinguifhed fituatiuns both in church 
and date. 

1 he Minder is a noble Gothic drudure, and has been, within a few years, thoroughly repaired and confiderably beautified, 
by the munificence arid public Ipirit ol the dean and chapter, and the late bifliop, Dr. Mawfon ; in particular, by removin'* the 
choir to the cad end of the church. 

The river Oufe is navigable from Lynn, and the town carries on a pretty good trade. The market-day is Saturday ; and the 
fairs are held on Afcenfion-day, and Oclober 18.

PICKERING. 


PICKERING, in the North Riding of Yorkfhire, is fi tuatcd nine miles N. of Mallon, 19 W. S, W, of Scarborough, 
and 223 from London, and (lands on an eminence, by the fide of a brook, commonly called Piekering-beek. 

1 he town is large, and is fuppofed to contain upwards of 2000 inhabitants ; but the houfes are fcattcrcd and irregular. As to 
it> antiquity, the Englifh Chronicles tell us, that it was built 270 years before Clmft, by Peridurus, or Perdurius, a Britifli 
king, who was there interred. 

Pickering was formerly the principal town in the diflrift, and Scaiborongh, though now of much more importance, was 
in its wapentake. The caftlc of Pickering has once been a (lately and exienlive building, but is now in ruin, as may be feen 
by the annexed View, which was taken on the fpot in June, 1796. 

i he church, dedicated to St. Peter and St. Paul, is a fine object, and well adapted to accommodate a numerous congiegation. 
In the body of it are many ancient monuments. 

During the Protectorate the marriage bans were pubiifhcd here at the market- crofs, and the marriages folemni/ed by a 
j u(l ice of the peace. 

Pickering appears, by Domefday Book, to have been, in the time of Edward the Confeflbr, alordfhip belonging to Morcar 
Eail of Northumberland ; but who poifcilcd it after the Conqueft is uncertain, as no record is found till the thiri y-feeond year of 
Henry III. who conflituted William Lord Dacre fheriff of Yorkfhire, and alligned to him the cuftody of Pickering Caitle. 
I hrough a long fucceffion of pofTelfors this lordfhip came at lafl to Henry llolingbroke, afterwards Henry IV. of England, and 
is fuppofed to have been by him annexed to the duchy of Lancaftcr, to which it now appertains. A court is kept in the caftlc 
for all aft ions under forty (hillings arifing within the honour of Pickering. 

It has a fair for horned cattle, horfes, and fheep, held the 14th of September, and a weekly market on Mondays. 

Pickering formerly fent two members to Parliament, but does not now retain that privilege.

THE county town of Pcmbrokcfliire, in South Wales, is fituated on the eaft (bore of Milford Haven, upon the ridge of a 
long and narrow neck, gradually afcending to the higheft point, on which (lands the caflle, at the edge of a precipice ; and 
it rcfcmty.es much the liluation of Edinburgh. 

The cable is a Norman briuSlure mixed with the early Gothic. 1 he principal tower, which is uncommonly high, has even 
its Hone-vaulted roof remaining. This fort refs was built by Girahi, conllable of Windfot, the anccilor oi Cambrenfis. 

The town of Pembroke is well inhabited, has fcveral good honfes, and 01 ^ chinch. I iiere is a cufloin-houfe , ami the 
merchants, who are numerous, employ upwards of 200 fail ot vefids on their own account; lo that, next to Caermai then, 
it is the largcft and richcft town in South Wales. It chiefly eoniibs of one long, ft might bred ; is governed by a mayor, bailiff, 
and burgefTes ; and was in former times fortified with walls, as well as the magnificenf cable before mentioned. In the locfc 
under the chapel of the cable is a natural cavern, called Wogan, remarkable for a very fine echo : this is fuppofed to have been 
a bore' room for the garrifon, as there is a flair-cafe leading into it front the cable. This (truthire being burnt a few } ears after 
it was ereTed, was rebuilt. It is remarkable for having been the birth-place o( Henry VIE and for the brave defence 
made by the garrifon of Charles I. 

There is a peculiarity in the drefs of many of the Pcmbrokefhire women, who, even in the niidft of fummer, wear a heavy 
\doth gown ; and, inbead of a cap, a large handkerchief wrapped over their heads, and tied under their chins. 

Pembroke is dibant from London 256 miles ; has a market on Saturdays; and fairs, May 14* 1 unity Monday, July to, 
^nd Sept. 25. Tt fends one member to parliament, and the prefent reprefentativc is Hugh Barlow, Eli}.

STOCKPORT is a populous market-town in Chefhire, fituatcd on the Merfey, 175 miles from London. 

The manufactures of Stockport, fume years back, were chiefly of filk ; but, from its vicinity to Manchefter, it has parti- 
cipated in its trade, and they are now principally of cotton. 

The Arts are greatly indebted to this town for its manufadurc of canvafs for primeo cloth, large quantities of wluc 1 are 


annually fcnt to London. 

The prefent view is taken from Lancafliire Hill, at the foot of which runs the Merfey, and divides the counties. 

The entrance into Stockport has been heretofore very bad, owing to the afeent from the hill ; but is now rendered com- 
modious by a new road, part of which is feen in the Engraving. The circular building, from its form, is called the cafllc, and 

is u fed for a cotton manufactory. 

The population of this town is eftimated at 15,000 perfonsi 

The old church of Stockport is a venerable pile, built of red rock, and much beautified within by fcpulchral monuments. 
Here is likewife a neat free grammar-fchool, and a large market on Fridays, remarkable for the gteat quantities of cie:e 

bought up for exportation. The fairs are March 4, 25 ; May 1 ; 061 . 23, 24. 

In the market-place Hands a conduit, whence, by means of leaden pipes, the houfes are (applied with water as in London.

THIS town is .bout to Miles S. E. of Alnwick, in the county of Northumberland, near the mouth of the liver C 04111-1, 
and is principally mown for its cartlc, which is fituated on an eminence, adjoining the fouth end of the town. 

From whatever 1. ’e the caltlc is viewed, nothing can be more magnificent or piHurcfque. It occupies, including the motes, 
five acres 17 perche of ground. Its walls, on the fouth, cad, and weft lidcs, are garnilhed with towers. The piiueipal 
gate is on the fouth fi le. The keep is very large and lofty, and contains a variety of magnificent apartments ; above it tiles a 

high watch -totver, commanding an almoil unbounded profpeft. 

Warkworth baron, anciently a royal demefne, was granted to Roger Fit/- Richard by Ilenry II. to hold by the fcivice 
of one knight’s fee. To this family Warkworth, with other baronies, was confirmed by fuceeffive foverctgii.% till the 
reverfion was made over (for a valuable conf.dcration) to Edward II. His immediate fucccflor, Edward III. granted it to 
the Percy family, in which it has remained, with various interruptions, to the prefen. day. This cable was the (dual refidenee 
of the Earls of Northumberland , and indeed had, though of fuflieient (trength, kfs the appearance of a fort refs (or lepulling 
hodilities, than of one of thofe manikins alluded to by the poet.

Since the rcfidcnce of its noble owners has been removed to Alnwick Gallic, the edifice now under notice has (hewn ligos of 
decay. 

From the cafllc, about half a mile up the river, ftands the Hermitage, fo celebrated in poetic deknption, and probably the 
befl preferved, and mod entire ere£tion of the kind now cxiding. 

There is a very rich falrnon fifhery in the river Coquet, which belongs to the Duke of Northumberland, and from which, 
it is confidently aliened, 400 filh, chiefly falrnon and falmon-trouls, have been frequently taken at one draught, between the 
hermitage and the fea, which is about two miles diflant. 

Warkworth has two fairs, viz. on April 25, and November 22, if they fall 011 Thurfdays; otherwife, on the Thurldays 
preceding. Its didance from London is about 300 miles, nearly due north.

TJIIS city, though formerly fo confiderablc as to have been called Bangor the Great, and to be defended by a firong caille, 
has at prefent nothing to boall, being finall, and thinly inhabited ; the principal buildings in the town are the cathedral, the 
BUh op’s • 'ce, and a tree fehool. 

'The fee i by fomc thought to be the mod ancient in Britain, and its founder is unknown. The church is dedicated to 
St, DaniJ, who was hilltop here about 512 ; but for near 500 years afterwards there is no certainty as to who were his fuccelfors. 
I t is laid indeal, that the Pagans (perhaps of Anglefca) ruined the church, and poilcfled the bilhoprie, after it was built, for 
above 100 years. Owen (Jlcndowcr [temp. Hen. IV.) greatly defaced the cathedral, but Bilbop Dean repaired it again. It 
fufFcrcd afterwards a more fevcrc injury from Bifhop Berkeley, who not only alienated many of the lands belonging to it, but 
even fold the bells of the church ; for which facriiegc, it is faid, he was llruek blird. 

Bangor is certainly at prefent not a rich bilhoprie, though it contains the whole of Carnarvonlhire, except three pariflies, 
the time of Anglefca, and part of the (hires of Denbigh, Merioneth, and Montgomery ; comprizing 107 pariflies, of which 
36 arc impropriated. Its bilhops, however, are ufuaily allowed to hold fomc other good benefice in commendam , and are generally 
tranllatcd to a more profitable fee. It has three archdeaconries, viz. Bangor, Anglefca, and Merioneth, of which the firft two 
are commonly annexed to the bilhoprie for its better fupport. This fee is valued in the king’s books at 131/. i6r. 4 d. and is 
computed to be worth 1200/. a year. 

To the cathedral belong, befidcs the bifhop, a dean, an archdeacon, a treafurcr, and two prebendaries endowed ; a precentor, 
a chancellor, and three canons, not endowed; three vicars choral, an organift, lay-clerks, chorilters, and two officers. 

The town is governed by the bifhop’s fteward, who holds courts leet and courts baron for his lord. 

It is fituated near the entrance of the Strcights of Mcnai, that divide the illand of Anglefca (or Mona) from the county of 
Carnarvon ; and though in fr/.c and grandeur it falls Ihort of other bifhoprics, it pofFclFes great advantages in the feenery, which 
•s uncommonly romantic ; having Penman Maur mountain to its right, the fea in front, and terminating with the town and 
harbour of Beaumauris, and Lord Bulklcy’s cxtciifivc grounds. 

There is a neat, modern-built church in the beautiful domain of Lord Pcnrhyn, within a mile of this place. 

To BAXt.ua many families refort during the fummer months for the benefit of bathing, the place polfcHing the advantage of 
A'lnc ct the plcnfuntvll rides in Wales. — The diflance from Chelter is 66 Miles, from Hoh head 27, and from London 246, 

la markets arc on Wcdncfd.*ys ; and the fairs Apiii 5, June 25, and Qdlober 28.

FEW places can be mentioned that merit more the rciearchcs of the antiquary and the hidorian than Newcastle upon 
Tvnk. Its fituation fo near the borders of Scotland mull necelfarily render it a place of ftrong defence ; and that it was fo 
for a long period of time, the numerous remains of walls* towers, and fortified gateways it contains, abundantly teflily : in 
fho.t, non* of our famous cities retain the appearance of fo many, or in fuch good preservation. 

Vhe town is very ancient, and is thought to have been the Roman Gabrofcntum . Prior to the Conqucil it was called Monk 
Chi’ ft*.' and it derived its prefent name from a cafUc built there by Robert, the fon of William the Conqueror, in the year 
toco, to <» Tend the country again!! the Scots. 

ft (lands near the end of the Pick*; wall on the north fide of the Tyne, over which it has a hand Tonic bridge that connects it 
with the bifhopric of Durham ; in which its fuburb called Gatefliead or CJateliile is fituated. In the centre of this bridge is a large 
Hone, to mark the diviOon of Newcastle from Durham; this bridge was built in 177 5, the preceding one having been 
r ariied away by a flood ; and a remarkable cm cmnftanee attending the prefent edifice is, that, having been built by two architects 
employed by the different counties, llicie is a conliderable variation in the conflru&ion of the piers. 

Newcastle is a county ot itfclf, and is the larged town in the north of England, excepting only York, it has foti r 
parifh churches ; St. Nicholas, the moll rental kablc of them, was built by David, King of Scots, in form of a cathedral, and 
has a fmc dceplc, of more modern date, fo very curious in architecture, as to attract the attention of every traveller of lafie 
or judgment. The other public buildings of note are, the caflle, the manfion-houfe, the exchange, the cudoim hotife, the 
aiTembly-rnoms, the theatre, and a fpacious freemafons’ hall, The coal-trade has fo enlarged the commerce of the place, 
that it has long been the greated emporium in the north of England for all forts of goods. 

II ere is a noble quay, where Oiips come up as high as the bridge ; but the coal fleets approach no nighcr than Shields, which 
is about fuven miles below the town, and to which the coals are conveyed from Newcastle in barges or keels. 

The population of Newcastle is eilimated at 50,000 perfons. Among the manufactories, the glafs woiks are the mod 
curious ; there was formerly a confidcrablo mantif allure uf broad and narrow cloths, and there are at picfcnt fevcral loap- 
boilerics anil fugar-honfes. It is alfo famous for its grinddones, for which the foreign demand is fo extenfive as to have given; 
rife to a faying, iC l hat a Scotfman and a N i.wcastle grindflonc travel all the woi Id over.” Hardware, wrought iron, and 
earthen -ware, alfo conflitutc a eonfuierablc hianch of trade. Of its coals London alone is laid to confutnc, on the average, 
766,887 chaldrons every year. The annual amount of the revenue of eudoms at this port is between 70,000/. and 80,000/. 

The town is governed by a mayor, twelve aldermen, a recorder, llierilf, town-clerk, clerk of the chambers, two 
coroners, eight chamberlains, a fwnul-bcarcr, v ater-bailiff, and (even ferj cants at mace; and fends two members to Fa iN ament ;

" j ' 1 1 IS church is \r the fliire of Moray in North Britain, and was, when entire, a building oi Gothic architecture, inferior 
to lew in Europe. It .^ood due call and wed, in the form of a pallion or Jcrufalem crof.s, ornamented with five toners, 
whereof two flood on the wc.^ end, one in the middle, and two on the call end ; betwixt the two towns on the well end was 
the great porch or entrance, which was a concave arch 24 feet broad in bale, and 24 in height, terminating hi a lharp angle. 
There were porticoes on* each ficlc of the church, cad ward from the traverfe. or crofs, which were 18 kit broad without the: 
walls. To yield fuflkieiit light to a building fo large, befides the great windows in the porticoes, and a row id attic windows 
in the walls, each fix feet high above the porticoes, there was in the wed gable ahova the gate, a window 111 form of an acutc-^ 
angled arch, 19 feet broad in bafe, and 27 in height, and in the call gable between the turrets, a row of live paralM windows, 
each two feet broad, and ten high ; above thefe were live more, each (even feet high ; and over all, a circular window, nearly 
ten feet in diameter. Elgin Cathedral was originally built by Bilhop Andrew Moray, A. D. 1 224 \ but that ediiice, after 
it had dood 166 years, w'as totally burnt and dedroyed by Alexander Stewart (Ion of King Robut IL), commonly called u the 
* c Wolf of Badc-nocli.” 

Bidiop Barr began to rebuild the church, and the work was eanied on by his futvtilors Bi Ihops Spynie and 1 fines , and hi mg 
at length perfected, remained entire for many years ; but in the year 1506 the great dceple in the venue fell down: Bilhop 
Foreman, however, repaired it in the next year, but the work was not fmifhed until 1538, and then the height of the lower, 
including the fpire, w*as 198 feet. 

At the Reformation the lead was taken away, and the cathedral being uncovered, was left to decay, as a piece of Romifh 
vanity, too expeniive to be kept in repair. Some painted rooms in the towers and choir temained fo entire about the year 1O4G. 
that Roman Catholics repaired to them to fay their prayers. The great tower in the middle ol the church fell m 1711, kver.t! 
pu fons were near it at the time, but none w'erc hurt.

WESTMINSTER BRIDGE. 

PLATE CXXXIII. 


THIS is univerfally allowed to be one of ihe fined bridges in the world. The firft done of it was laid by the Earl of Pem- 
broke, January 1738-9 ; and the whole was fmilhed, ready to be opened for ufe, in autumn 1747 : but it was then difeovered, 
that the fifth pier from the Well minder fide was linking, and foon after Hones fell out of the arch next to it. It was need- 
fury, therefore, to take off the art lies that reded on that pier, which was done with great care, by replacing centres under them, 
like theft: 011 which they were turned. The /inking pier was then loaded with 12,000 tons of cannon and leaden weights, in 
order to link and fettle it. This took tip a very confiderable time, and it was not opened for paflengers till midnight of the 17th 
November, 1750. T he pier that had failed w r as freed from its burden by a fecret arch now not to be feen. 

The extent of this noble bridge is 1 223 feet, the abutments whereof at each end an'' 113 feet each ; the middle arch is 
76 teet diameter, and its two piers are each 17 feet thick ; every oilier arch on each fide leflens four feet, and the piers one foot 
each. It has 15 arches, 13 large and 2 fmall ; fb that the clear (pace for water is 820 feet. The folids of the 12 piers con- 
tain 400 feet, be fide the two abutments. The breadth for carriages is 30 feet, and for foot paflengers feven feet on each fide. 

Among the convenience's of this bridge we may reckon the covered recedes, to which paflengers may retire for /belter from the 
weather. It has alfo a nightly watch of 12 men, for the fafeguard of perfons and property ; and is lighted by 32 beautiful glo- 
bular lamps (16 on each fide) fitfpendec! on irons that project inwards, with a lofty fweep, from the top of each rccefs, and 
on the fiults of the abutments. 

T he urndnidioii and didanec of the piers from each other arc fo managed, that the vacancies tinder the arches allowed for the 
water-way are four times as much as at London Bridge ; fo that there is no fall to endanger the final left boat ; and the dream is fo 
g' -Title that it fckiom exceeds the velocity of two feet and a half per fecund in tide of flood, and is a quarter lefs in the ebb. 

Before the erection of this bridge there was a horfe ferry at Wcflmindcr, which was perhaps one of the mod frequented 
pall ages our the river Thames ever ftnee the building of London Biidge, and the laying afide the ancient ferry there. From the 
multitude of coaches, carriages, and horfes, continually palling and repafling at all hours and feafons, numerous inconvenicncics 
and accidents unavoidably happened, and many fives were iofi. This induced the Archbifhop of Canterbury and feveral other 
in.blcmen, m the year 1 736, to procure an ad of parliament, in confequence of which the prefenl great ornament of the metro- 
polis v\ as eroded.

PLATE CXXXV11I. 


WARWICK is a very ancient town, 93 miles N. W. of London, and is the capital of Warwickfliire. It is pk-.il.mtly 
fcated on a hill riling from the river Avon, over which it has a noble bridge. This is fuppofed by Camden to be the place called 
by the Romans Venvhum Vncfullum, where the Dalmatian horfe were polled. The hill, or rather rock, on which it Hands, is 

of free-done, of which, indeed, all the public edifices in the town are built. 

The obieil, however, to whicli our attention mud chiefly be dirc-fted at prefent, is its Castle, winch is a very ate y pi e 
of building. By whom it was founded is not at all clear : by fome it is confident as of Roman origin ; others lay that Cy rabe- 
line the Britifli king was its founder ; Dugdalc, again, aferihes it to Ethelflcda, daughter of Alfred, and fixes the foundmg ot the 
dungeon in 01 e. By Doomfday Book it appears to have belonged to the crown in Edward the Confcflbr s time, and to have acen 
con fide red as a lining defence of the midland parts of the kingdom. William the Conqueror is faid to have employed I urk.ll 
de Warwick, the governor' in the former reign, to fortify and enlarge it ; for which purpofc fome houfes belonging to the 
monks at Coventry were deftroyed. But when the work was completed, William appointed one of his own countrymen (Henry 
de Newbury) governor, and made him Earl of Warwick in ,076. Towards the ..id of the reign of Stephen, the Countcls 

furrendered it to the Duke of Normandy, afterwards King Henry II. _ . 

In the ,ime of Henry III. this cattle was deemed fo important, that a fccuiity was required of the filler anil her ol the Earl, 
that flic fnould not marry any man but whom the King approved. In the reign of Edward 1 II. it was repaired and enlarged, 
-md was afterwards occupied by the brother of Edward IV. who had planned many improvements, of which Ins death, however, 
prevented the execution. It came again to the crown in the time of Richard HI. and after fcvcral grants by d.fterent foverngns, 
it was p relented by James I. to Folk Greville, who retrieved it from a ftatc almoll of perfect ruin, the itrongeft part being then 
the countv gaol. The Castle is the refidence of the prefent Earl of Warwick. 

The apartments are very nicely contrived; and the communication of the remote!! parts of the building one with the other, 
is fo well preferred by galleries, and by a large and magnificent ball, that in the whole building no irregularity is found, noi- 
wiilillantling the antiquity of its plan, as it was a cattle built for llrcngih, and evidently not originally dehgned tor a place of 

In the Cvstle are many curious original pictures by Van Dyke and other eminent artifts, of kings, queens, and illuflrions 
perfonages of the feverql courts of Europe. Here are alfo ihewn fome antiquities laid to have belonged to the famous Guy

MARLOW BRIDGE 


PLATE CXL 


MARLOW BRIDGE is of wood, and has been recently ereded at an expence of about 1800/. ; the afeent is remarkable, and 
>is whole appearance is thought to be equal to that of any ftrufturc of the kind. I he baluftrades are pointed to imitate Hone, 
and the rich verdure of the adjacent woods renders the tout enfemble extremely pleafant. This bridge unites the counties of 
Buckingham and Berks, in the former of which the town hands. 

Below the bridge the objefls arc happily combined for the pencil, the river branching into two channels, one of which, penned 
up by the lock, caufes a ('mail but (hallow cafcade into the other. At this lock many lives were loti by a fudden and immenfc 
j.ill of water, about the year 1 5S4, at which time not more than 10 or 12 barges navigated the river to this place ; and in the 
reign of Edward IV. not more than four. This dream was let at that period for 300/. per annum. 

Great Marlow is a place of very great embarkation, not fo much for manulaftt. es wrought there (for the trade is chiefly 
in bone -lace) as for goods brought thither from the neighbouring towns ; a very great quantity of malt and meal parti- 
larly Item High Wycomb, which is one of thegreateft corn-markets on this fide of the lilund ; and beech from (everal parts ol 
the county, which abounds with this wood more than any other county in England. 

In the neighbourhood ate feveral corn and paper mills, particularly on the river Loddou, between tins town and High Wy- 
, omb. There are, betides, the Temple Mills, for making thimbles ; and another for exprefling oil from rape and flax feeds. 

Marlow has a handfome church and town-hall, with a charity-fchool for 20 boys, who are educated and clothed. It is a 
borough -town, ami fends two members to parliament : the prefent reprefentatives are, Thomas Williams, and Owen George 

Williams, Efcpu 

The markets are on Saturdays ; and the fair, O &. 29. Diftancc, three miles fouth of Wycomb, and 31 from London. 

About a mile hence is Little Marlow, where flood a monallery founded earlier than the reign of King John ; but no trace of 
lt HOW remains. About five miles diilant, in the village of St. Giles Chalfont, is the lioufc to which the immortal Milton retired

YARMOUTH is an ancient town of Not folk, fituated on a peninfula between the liver VVenfum (which runs into the 
Yar) and the fea ; the two la ft lying parallel to one another, and the town in the middle. The river runs on tlu* weft fide of 
the town, and, being become very large and deep by receiving all the rivers on that fide of the county, forms the haven ; and 
the town facing to the weft alfo, and being open to the river, makes the ftneff quay in Kngland. 

Yarmouth is rich and populous; but as thefe circumllances have been occaffoncd by its trade and fffhery, it will 
not be to be wondered at if it lhould deercafe in both; for its fffhery (which ufed to employ *50 vefflls in catching, 
and 40 or 50 fail in exporting) is lelfened in a very con fiderable degree ; audits trade in Norwich manuiaftures, Norway 
timbers, naval (lores, coals, corn, and malt, buffers much in time of war. JJefnle filliing-vcftels, as before mentioned, the 

inhabitants of this town are owners of about 250 fhips.

In the reign of Charles II. an aft puffed lor levying certain deffes for the fame good purpofe ; and thofb 
have by fubfequent afts been continued. For feveral miles off this eoafl is good anchorage for (hipping, called Uuoiom if 
Roads; it was here that Admiral (now Lord) Duncan lay with his fleet when advice came of the Dutch having left the Texcl, 
and whence immediately weighing anchor, he obtained a glorious and dcdffive viftory over them on the nth October, 1797. 

The fea is here fometimes very rough, and in the autumn of 1797 confiderably damaged fome part ot the town. 

Yarmouth has but one pariffi church, which, however, is very large, and is dedicated to St. Nicholas. Of the ffeeplc 

of this church it is remarkable, that from whatever point it is viewed, it appears crooked, and as if about to fall. 1 his ffeepfe 

is very high, and on that account extremely ufeful as a fca-mark. 1 he church was built in the reigns of William II. ami 
Henry I. by Herbert Loxinga, hi (hop of Norwich, who left many noble works of charity and munificence, among which was 
the cathedral church of the fee. A chapel, called St, George’s, was built here in the year 1716. 

Yarmouth has a fine market-place, anti is the mod regularly built town in Kngland. ft he corporation conffffs of a mayor, 
recorder, 18 aldermen, a chamberlain, 36 common-councilmcn, and a town-clerk. It is a court of record and of admiralty. 
In the hr If they try civil caufes for unlimited fums ; in the latter they have power to try, condemn, and execute, without 
waiting for a warrant from above. 

J}y its charter (granted by Henry II.) it is hound to fend every year to the fherifF of Norwich a number of herrings baked in 
twenty-four paffies, which are to he delivered to the lord of the manor of luff Carlton, who is to give a receipt for them, 
and then to carry them to the king. 

It has a market on Wcdnefdays and Saturdays, and a fair on Friday and Saturday in Eaffer week for petty chapmen. It 
fends two representatives to parliament ; the prefent are, Jervoife Clarke Jervoife, and William Peachey, Efqrs.

JS a market town, in the hundred of North Erpingham, in the county of Norfolk, lying dofe to the fhore of a molt 
dangerous coaft, at a dillance of twenty-three miles from Norwich, and a hundred and twenty feven N, It, from London, 
It has a harbour, and was formerly much larger than it is at prefent, having had two parifli churches; one of which, with 
many houfes, was fwallowed up by an inundation of the fca, 

Cromer is principally inhabited and frequented by fifhermen, and is famous for die excellent lobflers which are caught 
in great quantities in its bay ; fume of which are carried to Norwich, but many more to 1 .ondon# 1 lie coaft is ex- 
tremely rocky, and of courfe very perilous to mariners; whence Cromer Bay has, among fca men, acquired the appel- 
lation of The Devil's Throat. About the year 1692 above two hundred fail of fhips, arid more than one thou land perfons* 
were loft In one night by fhipwreck in this difaflrous bay. 

On the high ground, eafl of Cromer, is a light- houfc (Teen in the View) of the new conftnidion, which, by means of 
clock-work, turns round, and gradually, from being fearccly perceptible, becomes extremely brilliant every minute. 

Cromer market is on Saturday ; and the fair is held on Whit Monday.
